Spring  Quarter  Term 


Enrollment  in  the  College  for  the 
spring  quarter  dropped  to  070  stud¬ 
ents.  This  was  a  decrease  of  147 
since  the  winter  quarter  registra¬ 
tion.  Drop  slips  were  made  out  by 
85  students- during  the  winter  term. 

Lust  year  800  students  enrolled 
with  the  Registrar  for  the  winter 
•term  and  792  had  enrolled  for  the 
ypring  quarter.  The  additional  de¬ 
crease  from  the  normal  pattern  is 
undoubtedly  a  direct  result  of  the 
war  scare. 

Enrollment  figures  will  rise,  how¬ 
ever,  with  the  opening  of  the  spring 
short  course,  April  23.  Approxi¬ 
mately  125  are  expected  to  enroll 
at  that  time..

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I  DEFEND  THE  TEAM 

To  the  Northwest  Missourian: 

1  have  read  the  editorial,  “It  Isn’t  Fair,” 
published  in  the  Northwest  Missourian  of  Febru¬ 
ary  14th  and  in  order  to  be  “fair”  I  would1  like  to 
correct  some  impressions  which  might  have  been 
left  by  the  editorial. 

Gur  college  is  a  member  of  the  Missouri  In¬ 
tercollegiate  Athletic  Association  and  we  are.  fol¬ 
lowing  the  rules  on  scholastic  requirements  as  set 
up  in  the  constitution  of  the  association.  These 
requirements  are: 

(a)  A  player  shall  be  a  regular,  bona-fide  stu¬ 
dent  of  his  institution,  carrying  and  making  pass¬ 
ing  grades  in  at  least  twelve  recitation  hours  of 
college  work  per  week  (Twelve  recitation  hours 
are  the  equivalent  of  7.5  semester  hours). 

. (b)  He  shall  have  passed  in  twelve  (12)  reci¬ 
tation  hours  (7.5  semester  hours)  of  college  work 
per  week  during  his  last  previous  term  of  Study 
in  his  institution. 

As  the  representative  of  the  college  on  the 
Conference  Eligibility  Committee,  it  is  my  chity  to 
check  the  scholastic  record  of  all  athletes  who  par¬ 
ticipate  injntercollegiate  games.  At  the' beginning 
of  the  season,  the  men  who  reported  for  basketball 
were  checked  for  the  hours  of  credit  made  during 
the  previous  quarter.  One  player  vvas  found  to 
have  passed  in  only  five  hours  of  work  during  the 
full  quarter  and  he  was  informed  by  the  'coach  that 
he  was  not  eligible  for  play  during  the  winter. 

The  scholastic  records  were  checked  again 
when  the  mid-quarter  reports  were  filed  with  the 
registrar.  At  that  time  there  was  no  player  who 
was  deficient,  that  is  not  passing,  in  at  least  twelve 
hours  per  week  (7.5  semester  hours) . 

The  list  of  men  who  participated  during  the 
season  was  checked  for  grades  at  the  close  of  the 
quarter.  When  one  considers  the  amount  of  time 
■which  athletes  'are  required  to  put  in  on  practice 
and  in  travel  I  think  it  is-a  distinct  credit  to  the 
men  of  the  basketball  team  that  two  made  twelve 
hours  of  credit  during  the  winter  quarter,  four 
passed  in  11.5  hours,  three  made  11  hours,  one 
made  10.5  hours,  one  made  10  hours  and  three 
made  8.5  hours.  One  player  who  participated  took 
delayed  grades  in  all  subjects  because  of  illness. 

The  scholastic  requirements  are  the  same  in 
all  conference  schools,  twelve  recitation  hours  per 
week  with  passing  grades.  This,  of  course,  does 
not  necessarily  mean  “M”  work,  since  “I”  grades 
are  passing. 

The  requirements  for  an  “M”  'average  for 
pledging  a  fraternity  is  one  set  by  ithe  fraternity 
and  not  the  college.  While  it  might  lie  argued  that 
an  ‘  ‘  M  ”  average  should 'be  required  of  men  who 
participate  in  athletics,  the  standard  set  by  our 
conference  is  a  passing  mark  in  7.5  semestor  hours 
work  and  each  athlete  who  competes  is  required 
to  maintain  that  average.

In  ease  an  election  is  contested,  the  Faculty 
Election  Supervisor  and  the  two  judges  (Student 
Senators),  appointed  to.  count  the  ballots,  shall 
be  the  only  persons  having  the  authority  to  check 
the  votes. 

The  Student.  Senate,  in  numbering  the  ballots, 
is  observing  the  Student  Government  Constitution 
as  described  in  the  Student  Handbook.  (Art.  VI, 
Seo.  4-f). 

I  agree  that  this  practice  is  not  a  good  voting 
procedure,  but  until  the  constitution  is  changed 
by  a  democratic  process,  we  must  abide  by  the 
present  regulation. 

The  Revision  Committee  of  the  Student 
Handbook  has  under  consideration  a  proposal  that 
would 'abolish  the  practice  of  numbering  the  bul- 
lots.  'In  the  very  near  future,  you  will  bo  given  tin 
opportunity  to  vote  on  this  hmendmont.

Indian  Schools  Need 

Elementary  Teachers 

U.  S.  Civil  Service  Commissioh  has 
announced  that  there  is  still  an 
urgent  need  for  elementary  teach¬ 
ers  in  Indian  service.  The  com¬ 
mission  announced  an  examination 
for  teachei's  in  June,  1950,  but  to 
date  sufficient  qualified  candidates 
have  not  been  recruited. 

The  jobs  being  filled  from  the 
Commission's  examination  pay  $3,- 
100  a  year.  Applicants  will  not  be 
required  to  take  a  written  examin¬ 
ation.  To  qualify,  they  must  show 
successful  completion  of  a  full  4- 
year  course  leading  to  a  degree 
from  an  accredited  college  or  uni¬ 
versity,  including  or  supplemented 
by  24  semester  hours  in  education 
of  which  12  semester  hours  must  be 
in  elementary  education. 

Persons  appointed  to  these  posi¬ 
tions  will,  under  general  supervision, 
serve  as  teachers  in  Indian  schools. 
The  teachers  are  provided  with 
guides  and  professional  help  to  aid 
them  in  organizing  a  teaching  pro¬ 
gram  based  upon  the  needs  of  the 
local  environment:  Emphasis  is  puc 
upon  free  u.ve  of  English,  group  dis¬ 
cussions  and  other  informal  pro¬ 
cesses. 

Teachers  in  Indian  schools  asso¬ 
ciate  constantly  with  Indians  and 
must  have  a  full  appreciation  of  the 
Indian  viewpoint  and  Indian  cul¬ 
ture,  Including  native  arts,  crafts, 
music,  and  religious  ceremonials. 
They  are  expected  to  be  active  par¬ 
ticipants  in  the  community  in  wliicn 
they  work  and  exercise  educational 
leadership.

First  test  for  the  new  track  team 
will  come  Saturday,  March  24,  at 
Columbia.

Merit  of  previous  accomplishments 
has  earned  the  speedy  Maryville 
Bearcats  the  privilege  to  be  hosts  at 
the  meet  this  year.  While  acting  as 
hosts  last' year  the  Maryville  track - 
sters  accepted  the  victory  laurels  by 
accumulating  44  5/6  points  as  com¬ 
pared  to  Cape  Girardeau’s  40  1/3. 

Past  Was  Good 

Memories  of  this  and  other  vic¬ 
torious  track  teams  of  years  past 
cloud  Coach  Ryland  Milner’s  vision 
as  he  scans  the  new  Green  and 
White  tracksters  on  the  Bearcat 
running  grounds  in  this  realistic 
year  of  1951.  What  he  sees  are  only 
four  returning  lettermen  and  a  large 
group  of  hopeful  and  energetic,  but 
young  and  inexperienced  cinder  men. 

“If  we  .pick  up  25  points  in  the 
Indoor  Meet  we  will  be  lucky,"  he 
expresses  pessimistically,  and  goes 
on  to  explain:  “All  the  sprint  men 
and  all  quarter-milers  are  gone.” 
He  also  comments  wearily  on 
Maryville’s  weakness  In  the  field 
events. 

Trackmen  Report 
Trackmen  reported  for  drill  Im¬ 
mediately  following  the  opening  of 
quarter,  but  since,  then  conditioning 
has  been  limited  to  the  indoors  be¬ 
cause  of  unfavorable  weather. 

Number  one  man  on  the  Bearcat 
roster  is  dynamic  Don  “Mick”  An¬ 
derson.  Sensational  running  feats 
last  year  of  the  mile  and  two  mile 
races  have  established  the  record- 
breaking  junior  as  a  “ten-point 
man.” 

Mick  Holds  Record 
Mick  holds  the  best  Lime  for  the 
Indoor  Conference  in  both  distance 
races.  A  running  of  4:33  for  the  mile 
and  10:03.6  far  the  two  mile  in  the 
last  year's  meet  established  new  rec¬ 
ords  and  gave  the  sophomore  sen¬ 
sation  a  prestige  he  upheld  through¬ 
out  the  entire  season  and  has  great 
promise  of  maintaining  this  year. 

A  second  letterman  is  hurdleman 
Bob  McClure  whose  fine  perform¬ 
ance  in  the  Outdoor  Meet  last  spring 
gives  him  top  billing  in  the  sixty 
yard  high  and  low  hurdles.  Bob  cap¬ 
tured  only  a  third  in  the  high  hurd¬ 
les  last  year  in  the  Indoor  Meet,  but 
finished  the  season  strongly  with  an 
enviable  placing  of  second  in  the 
high  hurdles  and  first  in  the  low 
hurdles  at  the  Outdoor  Meet. 

James  Has  Point  Value 
Fred  James,  another  hurdleman, 
will  also  be  of  point  value  to  the 
Eearcats.  Fred  was  fourth  in  the 
high  and  fifth  in  the  low  in  1950’s 
Indoor  Meet. 

Frank  Bollinger  is  the  fourth  let- 
lerman  reporting  for  drill.  Flying 
high  in  the  'pole  vault  event,  Frank 
managed  to  contribute  points  to 
Maryville  Outdoor  Meet  success  by 
taking  a  fourth  place.  His  return 
plugs  the  gap  of  the  pole  .vault 
event. 

Daslnncn  Are  Lost 
Dashmen,  such  as  Don  Neil,  Pat 
Zuchowskl,  and  Phil  Carter  were 
lost  by  graduation  and  as  yet  have 
not  been  replaced  significantly. 

A1  Wormsley,  workhorse  of  the 
last  two  championship  track  meets, 
was  usually  a  five  point  man  in  the 
field  events  of  the  discus,  shotput, 
and  javelin,  A  suitable  replacement 
Is  yet  to  be  found. 

Sharp  Comes  In 
Dick  Schoneman,  who  jumped  6’ 
IV  to  bring  Maryville  5  points  at 
last  year’s  Outdoor  Meet,  may  find 
a  replacement  in  Hubert  Sharp  from 
Craig,  or  in  his  brother,  Roger, 
from  Tarkio. 

Also,  a  key  man  in  the  broad 
jump,  Dick  leaves  the  event  to  Dick 
Buckrldge’s  responsibility.  Buck- 
ridge,  a  yearling,  In  collecting'  points 
in  conference  meets,  is  a  broad  Jum¬ 
per  of  about  20  feet.
